* France Links Defense 
Cooperation to Peace 
Process 

PARIS (AFP) — Fiance warned 
Thursday that strengthened mfli~ 
taiy cooperation with Israel de- 
pends on the Middle East peace 
process staying on track, diplo- 
matic sources said. 

Defense Minister Charles MO- 
Ion told Israeli officials that he 
wanted the peace process to “con- 
tinue and make progress’* follow- 
ing the election of right-wing 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netan- 
yahu. 

“If that is the case. France 
4‘ would envisage strengthening its 
xmlitaiy cooperation with Israel,'’ 
he said, cited by ministiy officials. 

Israel and France signed a 
framework agreement in March 
1994 allowing amts research, re- 
storing military cooperation be- 
tween the two countries for the Hist 
rime since 1967. 

President Jacques Chirac, dur- 
ing a visit to Saudi Arabia last 
week, called for the peace process 
to continue on the basis of land for 
peace, which the new Israeli gov- 
f ; eminent rejects.

Turkey to Start Reopening

ANKARA (AFP) — Turkey’s pro- 
Islamic Prime Minister Nccmcuin 
Erbakan has announced Turkey 
will start reopening Kurdish vil- 
lages in the southeast which have 
been forcefully evacuated. 

The Turkish press said in Friday 
reports that Erbakan had told aides 
from his Welfare Party that the 
time was ripe to reopen many of 
lire evacuated villages as the secu- 


rity situation had considerably im- 
proved recently in the region. 

An Interior Ministry report pre- 
pared earlier this year said more 
than 2,400 villages in 20 southeast- 
ern and eastern provinces had been 
evacuated in recent years, forcing a 
population of over 275,000 people 
to leave their homes.

BA1T-UL-MOQADDAS (AFP) — 
Israel is bracing for another Hamas 
bombing in Bait-ul -Moqaddas and 
dashes on the West Bank amid 
Arab anger at Prime Minister Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu’s hardline peace 
policies, military sources said Fri- 
day. 

The Zionist slate has received 
several warnings this week that (he 
Islamic Resistance Movement 
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(Hamas) is planning a martyrdom- 
seeking attack and security has 
been stepped up on Bait-uI-Moqad- 
das buses, said (he sources quoted 
by the YediotAharonot newspaper. 

Searches arc being carried out at 
bus slops and drivers have been 
urged to be extra cautious, they 
said. 

Hamas and the Islamic Jihad 
carried out four bombings — two 
on Bait-ul -Moqaddas buses — in 
February and March, killing 5S 
people. 

The Israeli Army also fears vio- 
lent protests and tenor attacks will 
lake place on the West Bank be- 
cause of the political deadlock, the 
sources said. 

“The West Bank region is get- 


ting hot," one said. 

They said clashes in the flash- 
point town of AJ-Khalil Wednes- 
day, when a flashbomb was thrown 
at an Israeli Army checkpoint, 
were a warning of violence to 
come. 

A Palestinian source quoted by 
the Ye (Hot warned that the current 
calm was “the silence before the 
storm.” 

Hamas and Lhe Youth wing of 
President Yasser Arafat's Fatah 
Movement have both called on Pal- 
estinians to lake up arms against Is- 
rael and launch a new Intifada 
(uprising).

TEHRAN — European Commis- 
sion President Jacques Sarder has 
written to Bill Clinton calling on 
the U.S. president to block imple- 
mentation of a key aspect of U.S. 
legislation designed to tighten the 
economic blockade of Cuba and 
warning of possible retaliatory 
measures, AFP reported Friday. 

The European Union is seeking 
to persuade Clinton to grant a six- 
month waiver on title III of the 
Helms-Burton legislation, which 
grants U.S. citizens the right to 
claim damages in U.S. courts from 
companies which now own assets 
confiscated during the Cuban revo- 
lution. 

EU foreign ministers meeting in 
Brussels on Monday and Tuesday 
will discuss possible counter meas- 
ures, ranging from taking the issue 
to a formal disputes panel at the 
World Trade Organization to tire 
introduction of measures which 
would allow for counter-suits 


against U.S. companies in Europe. 

Clinton has until July 15 to de- 
cide whether to grant a waiver.

Helms-Burton Law: EU 
Shoulders a Historic 
Responsibility 


^pluT U.S. has targeted a Toronto-based mining group, Sherrill 

I International, in its first action under the provisions of the 

I controversial Helms-Burton Act. Nine executives of the 
company have been warned that they and their families will be 
barred from the US. unless the company disinvests from Cuba. 

The U5. move is a dangerous measure threatening the peace 
of international trade because of its extraterritoriality and be- 
cause it violates the provisions of the World Trade Organization. 

Though the bipolar order has collapsed, the world is not 
favorable to U.S. hegemonic tendencies. This has fortunately 
been brought home to the EU member slates, Japan, Canada and 
a host of other countries. 

These countries have realized that they should not surrender 
to the U.S. Apparently, they have decided not to submit to US. 
blackmail: European Commission President Jacques Santer has 
called on Bill Clinton to block the implementation of a key aspect 
of die Helms-Burton Law designed to tighten the economic block- 
ade of Cuba. He has warned of possible retaliatory measures. 

France, too, has warned that it has envisaged “appropriate" meas- 
ures, alone or with its European partners, if the act were applied. 

The warnings must be good enough to bring home to U.S. 
politicians that they cannot violate international rules and regu- 
lations with impunity. They should realize that the world arena is 
not open to their commercial bullying. It is not easy to undermine 
WTO laws without any repercussion. 

The EU and other industrialized countries shoulder a great 
responsibility at this juncture. Free trade is threatened by the U.S. 
politicization of certain issues— human rights, international trade, 
etc.— for obtaining short-term gains at home. Unfortunately, it has 
become a fashion in U«S. foreign policy today. 

One day it is Iran and Cuba, another day it is America's strategic 
allies and economic partners. If the US. is allowed to continue this 
policy, we are sure to see other areas of common interest incorpo- 
rated in the US. agenda of sanctions, to be resorted to for unilateral 
action against any country opposing US. hegemony. 

In their meeting in Brussels on Monday and Tuesday, EU 
foreign ministers should take a firm stance against U.S. trade 
hegemony. Not only will they serve their nations, but they will 
also serve Third World countries. The Third World will rally 
behind them in this historic decision. 


Death Toll of Floods in 
E. Azarbaijan Rises to 16 


TABRIZ, Hast Azarbaijan (IRNA) 
— The body of a flood victim was 
found in Sbabestar on Thursday, 
raising the number of casualties in 
this northwestern province to 16 
dead and seven injured. 

The flood waters in Shabestar, 
inflicted, heavy damage to the city 
on Tuesday, and at least two more 
people suffered injuries. 

The floods in the province have 
caused upwards of Rls.24.56I bil- 
lion in damage to public places, 
livestock, farmlands and infras- 
tructural facilities. 

Eight poeple were killed by the 
floods in Marand, while four died 
in Ahar and Shabestar. 

The disaster was triggered by 
torrential rains in the province last 


Friday afternoon and assumed 
alarming pr op ortions as more rain 
foil on Monday evening. 

According to another report 
from Orumyieb, W. Azarbaijan 
Province, flood triggered by tor- 
rential rainfall over the past few 
days claimed lives of four at 
Churas Village near the city of 
Khoi in this northwestern provin- 
cial city Wednesday night. 

A number of livestock also per- 
ished as a result of foe natural inci- 
dent, which also inflicted damage 
on residential units. 

No exact figures are yet avail- 
able neither on the scale of foe loss 
of property nor on probable more 
casualties.

BARCELONA. Spain— As it hits 
bookstores, Gabriel Garcia Mar- 
quez, known among his friends and 
fans- as “Gabo”, hopes his latest 
novel, about a drug-related kidnap- 
ping in Colombia, will do more 
than entertain. 

The Nobel laureate wants 
“News of a Kidnapping" - best- 
seller published in Spanish in May 
with the English version appearing 
in a year - to shake his fellow Co- 
lombians into confronting the cor- 
ruption, kidnappings and killings 
that have become all too common- 
place. 

“I hope this book is a voioe of 
alarm.” Garcia Marquez said in an 
interview in his agent’s Barcelona 
office. 

Garcia Marquez set out to write 
about the plague of kidnapping 
three years ago after hearing a stir- 
ring account from a friend- journal- 
ist Maruja Pachon- who was held 
by the Medellin Cocaine Cartel for 
six months in 1991. 

There was no scarcity of mate- 
rial - Colombia has the highest kid- 
napping rale in the world. 

“Everyone has suffered: the 
kidnapped, the whole of society, 
the government, even the kidnap- 
pers,” he said. 

In doing his research, Garcia 
Marquez spoke to the survivors, 
families and perpetrators of the 
Pachon kidnapping and nine other 
abductions carried out in 1991 by 
drug traffickers, who used the hos- 
tages to try to pressure the Colom- 
bian government into barring 
extraditions to the United Stales. 

Although Colombia's Congress 
in 1991 passed a constitution 
which forbids extraditions of Co- 
lombian citizens, kidnappings for 
ransom continue unabated. 

•‘There is no crime more barba- 
rous than a kidnapping.” Garcia 
Marquez said. “A murder is some- 
thing wretched, irreparable. But the 
suffering of someone who has been 
kidnapped makes it even harder. It 
is abominable.” 

In an ironic collision of fiction 
with reality, Garcia Marquez re- 
cently became involved in a high- 
profile kidnapping. 

On April 2. a shadowy group 
abducted Juan Carlos Gaviria, the 
brother of former Colombian Presi- 
dent Cesar Gaviria. and demanded 
that current President Ernesto Sam- 
per resign in exchange for the hos- 
tage’s freedom. 

The group, which has claimed 
responsibility for several murders, 
said it wanted Samper ousted be- 
cause the Cali Dreg Cartel alleg- 
edly financed his 1994 election 
campaign, and said Garcia Mar- 
quez sliould be named president. 

The author rebuffed the kidnap- 
pers. telling them simply to free 
Gaviria. After Cuban President Fi- 
del Castro, coincidentally a close 
friend of Garcia Marquez, inter- 
vened. Gaviria was freod on June 
12 . 

For Garcia Marquez, the pro- 
posal that he become president was 
less a compliment than a reflection 
of his country’s desperate need for 
honest leaders. 

"Because of my novels and be- 
cause, I suppose. I worry for my 
country-, people think I should play 
a role in politics.” he said. “Co- 
lombia docs need better leaders, 
but I would be the wore! president 
Colombia ever had.” 

AlUiough Garcia Marquez has 
befriended several prominent poli- 
ticians. he prefers to stay- out of

Muslims Win Elections for 
Mosinr City Council 


MOSTAR, Bosnia-Heizegovina 
(AFP) — A mainly Muslim coali- 
tion calling for the reunification of 
this divided city has won recent 
municipal elections with its rival 
Croat nationalist party coming a 
narrow second. 

According to figures published 
Friday for the June 30 poll, Bos- 
nia’s first post-war vote, the Mus- 
lim coalition won 21 of the 37 
available seats on the city council 

The remainder of the seats, 16 
in all, were taken by the main Bos- 
nian Croat Party, the Croatian 
Democratic Union (HDZ). None of 
the other political groupings which 
contested the elections won any 
seats on the council which will ap- 
point a mayor in a few weeks’ 


The results were released belat- 
edly by Mostar’s EU administra- 
tors after complaints by Croats 
stalled the release of the figures. 
The EU however, went ahead with 
publication after the European Un- 
ion ombudsman ruled the com- 
plaints had not affected the vote. 

During the campaigns, the 
mainly-Muslim coalition which is 
dominated by Bosnia’s ruling SDA 
Party, called for the reunification 
of the city. Before Croat militia 
launched an attack on Muslim-ma- 
jority eastern districts of Mostar in 
1993, the city was a patchwork of 
different ethnic groups. Muslims 
accounted for 34 percent of the 
populadoa Croats 33 percent ind 
Serbs 19 percent 
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firm the seriousness of the planned 
overthrow or the number of arrests. 

The accounts of the coup at- 
tempt appear to provide further evi- 
dence of unrest in the Iraqi Army, 
especially among Sunni officers 
who form the backbone of the 
army’s command and the security 
forces. 

According to the dissidents, the 
conspirators were seeking support 
from senior army commanders. 
Among the officers reportedly ar- 
rested were brig.

Heavy Fighting Resumes 
in Liberian Countryside 


MONROVIA, Liberia (AP) — 
Fierce fighting tins week in eastern 
Liberia has driven thousands from 
their homes, while disease is 
ravaging the ranks of refugees from 
earlier fighting. 

The latest territorial battle is be- 
tween Charles Taylor's National 
Patriotic Front of Liberia and 
George Boley’s Liberia Peace 
Council in the provincial town of 
Zwedru, 180 miles (290 kilome- 
ters) southeast of die capital, Mon- 
rovia, military sources said 
Thursday. 

The four-day battle intensified* 
Wednesday when Boley’s fighters 


moved in from the port city of 
Greenville, 130 miles (200 kilome- 
ters) southeast of Monrovia, and 
launched a fierce assault on Tay- 
lor’s positions in Zwedru. 

Earlier this week, an estimated 
3,000 Liberians fleeing fighting in 
surrounding Grand Bedeh County 
crossed into the Ivory Coast border 
town of Tah^u, which is already 
crammed with tens of thousands of 
refugees from the 6 1/2-year civil 
war. 

Monrovia itself remains calm 
following nearly two months of 
fighting in April and May that 
wrecked much of the city

AUCKLAND (AFP) — Sometime 
soon on the slopes of erupting 
Mount Ruapehu government 
hunters w£D start shooting dozens 
of wild horses in a controversial bid 
to reduce the size of one of the 
world’s last great herds of feral 
horses. 

Unlike die government ordered 
killing of deer, rabbit and possums 
the plan to cull the horses has 
sparkled passionate debate. 

Claims have been T"aA» that die 
government will use helicopter 
gunships again, in die 1970s deer 
were controlled this way, and t h a t 
the horses will be sold to foreign 
pet food manufacturers. 

Last week 100 people picketed 
Department of Conservation 


(DOC) headquarters in Wellington 
in a bid to stop the cull. 

Anti-call campaigner Ian 
Shearer told the crowd it was not 
too late for the cull to be stopped 
and urged people opposed to the 
plan to continue to lobby politi- 
cians. 

The International League for the 
Protection of Horses has called for 
the horses to be treated with a vac- 
cine that inhibits fertility. 

The issue is so sensitive DOC 
has taken four years and 5,000 pub- 
lic submissions to make up its 

mind. 

The 1,800 horses lend a mag-

Senior Intelligence Officer to 
be Arrested for Murder 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - A 
senior South African intelligence 
official is among five former and 
current police agents likely to be 
charged with die 1981 murder of an 
African National Congress (ANC) 
activist, the SAPA news agency 
said Thursday. 

KwaZulu-Natal Province Attor- 
ney General Tim McNally issued a 
preliminary order this week for the 
arrests of five men, including top 
intelligence official Dirk Coetzee, 
an admitted member of one of 
South Africa’s most notorious 
apartheid-era police units, SAPA 
said. 

A judicial arrest warrant is 
likely to follow in coming days, (be 
news agency added. 

Coetzee and the others - former 
hit squad members ^Imond Nofo- 
mela and David Tshiialanga and 
policemen Andy Taylor and Johan- 
nes Van Der Hoven — are accused 
of the savage stabbing death of 
ANC activist Griffiths Mxenge on 
November 19, 1981 in the port of 
Durban. 

Until now, no one bad been 
charged in the high-profile murder, 
despite a television interview last 
year in which Coetzee confessed to 
the crime and asked for forgiveness 
from the victim’s family. 

Coetzee also told a judge in the 
trial of another former intelligence 
agent, Eugene de Kock, feat his 
four co-accused had participated in 
the murders along with another 
man, Joe Mamasela. 


In 1989, Nofbmela claimed 
while on death row for another 
murder that fee Mxenge killing had 
been carried out by a police hit 
squad. 

At fee time, Frederik Willem de 
Klerk's conservative National 
Party government responded wife 
an investigation, which ended in- 
conclusively. 

On Thursday, Mxenge’s 
brother, Fumbafea, said he and his 
family were "delighted" wife news 
of fee imminent arrests. 

"We will never forgive 
(Coetzee) for what he did ... it 
impacted heavily on us." he told 
SAPA.

Fumbafea said both his parents 
had suffered to fee point where they 
died of heart failure not long after 
Mxenge’s death.

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Top Researchers Offer Hope 
AIDS May Be Treatable

VANCOUVER, British Columbia 
(Reuter) — Top AIDS researchers 
presented solid evidence that a dis- 
s^ase that has killed nearly 6 million 
people may have become treatable 
thanks to complex ‘cocktails’ of 
experimental drugs. 

Speakers at the 11th Interna- 
tional Conference on AIDS drew 
cheers aztd applause from nearly 
15,000 delegates as they summed 
up recent breakthroughs in combi- 
nation drag treatments, which for 
the first time offer hope that AIDS 
may no longer be a death sentence. 

The new drug mixes 'have taugh t 
us a lot about treatment ... and 
Jiope for the future,’ said Dr. Scott 
' S ta mm e r , head of the Department 
of Infections Diseases at Noston’s 
Deaconess Hospital a*»d Harvard 
Medical School. “Access and cost 
are major obstacles to the Third 
Wwld. But there is hope for more 
and more results in die years to 
come and for control of the HTV 
virus.” 

The excitement centers on star- 
tling results achieved by combining 
o&Kpensive new drugs, called pro- 
tease inhibitors, with more tradi- 
tional anti-AIDS treatments such as 
AZT and other drugs. 

Scientists are now openly voic- 
ing hope feat these cocktails wdl 
batter the resilient human imam- 
nodeficiency virus into submission, 
perhaps even eradicating it from 
the bodies of patients now con- 
demned to die.

“Just six months ago, this state- 
ment would have been seen as far- 
fetched or even ludicrous,” 
Hammer said, capturing the buoy- 
ant mood of the conference in con- 
trast to other international meetings 
— notably the one in Ybkahama, 
Japan, two years ago — that were 
pervaded by the medical commmu- 


nity's gloom and frustration. 

Potent drug combinations in- 
cluding protease inhibitors, which 
attack an enzyme crucial to the 
multiplication of HTV, have already 
succeeded in reducing the virus to 
undetectable levels in some pa- 
tients, raised their counts of CD-4 
immune cells, and dramatically im- 


proved their health, appearance 
and quality of life. 

Despite the advances being 
trumpeted at the conference, there 
is still deep caution in dealing with 
a virus that isa moving target Until 
recently, it has outsmarted re- 
searchers by mutating — trans- 


forming itself into different strains 
— and building swift resistance to 
drug therapies. 

“We’re at a crossroads in the 
HIV pandemic. We are starting to 
see glimmers of hope ... but I stress 
glimmers,” Dr. Martin Scbechter, 
one of foe conference organizers. 
said. 

Much is still unknown about the 
long-term effectiveness of the new 
drugs. Will the virus be able to 
develop resistance to different com- 
binations? Is it finding hiding 
places in foe brain, the intestines, 
foe tonsils, foe lymph nodes or 
other areas of foe body where it 
may escape detection by tests of 
‘viral load,’ foe amount of virus in 
the blood? 

“The jury’s still out,” said Dr. 
Michelle Daniels, a general practi- 
tioner from Princeton, New Jersey, 
who treats AIDS patients. 

Drug mixes including protease 
inhibitors can cost around $15,000 
a year in the United States. They 
are thus totally out of reach of 
patients in the Third World, where 
foe United Nations estimates 90 
percent of the world’s 21 . 8 million 
HIV- infected people live. 

The only course in Africa and 
Asia is preventive medicine and the 
hope, one day, of a vaccine. But a 
vaccine is still a long way off, and 
already rich nations, researchers 
and drug companies are drawing 
fire for allegedly failing to devote 
enough resources to finding one.

MOSCOW (AFP) — General Alex- 
ander Lebed has apparently put 
aside his recent lust for more power 
- at lead: temporarily - and placed 
himself squarely in the shadow of 
President Boris Ybltsin. 

The Kremlin's new security chief 
seemed only a ghost of his former 
tough-talking self Thursday when 

he met the press to outline his plans 


for a crackdown on organized crime 
in Moscow. 

Deliberately taking a lew profile, 
Lebed deferred constantly to Tfelt- 
sm, apparently anxious not to give 
the impression that he was seeking 
to usurp die president's preroga- 
tives.

Bruton Tells Major of "Anger and Deep 
Concern” Over Orange March 


DUBLIN (AFP) — Irish Prime 
Minister John Bruton on Thursday 
told his British counterpart John 
> Major of “widespread anger and 
deep concern" in Ireland over the 
decision earlier in the day to let an 
Orange order march proceed 
through a Catholic district in Ulster. 


The two premiers spoke for 20 
minutes by telephone, an Irish gov- 
ernment statement said, adding that 
Bruton also told Major he mas dis- 
mayed that “elaborate preparations 
which were made to prevent this 
provocative march were simply 
thrown, aside in the face of massive 
in timida tion.* 1 


Major replied that the decision on 
theDramcree march had been taken 
by the province’s police force, die 
Royal Ulster Constabulary (RUC), 
to avoid a perceived risk of loss of 
life, a Downing Street spokesman 
said. 

Both premiers “agreed on die 


need for restraint on all sides, and 
to find ways of stopping such occur- 
rences happening in future", the 

spokesman added. 

Earlier Thursday, Bruton, on a 
visit to Paris, said he was “gravely 
concerned” about the decision to let 
the march proceed, saying he re- 
called that Dublin and London had 
agreed that marches should not 

place along routes where they were 
not wanted. 

The RUC had been locked in a 
standoff since Sunday with Protes- 
tants over the Orange order's de- 
mand to march along the route they 
have taken for 189 years from a 
country church in the hamlet of 
Dromcree, 40 kilometers (25 miles) 
southwest of Belfast, to their homes 
in Portadown. 

RUC chief Hugh Annesley justi- 
fied his decision to end die standoff 
and ta the march proceed saying (be 
risk of large -scale violence was too 
high.

The placing of ARTEMIS (ad- 
vanced relay and technology mis- 
sion) into a geostationary transfer 
orbit will be done for free. In ex- 
change, Japan will be given some 
access to data from the experi- 
ments, which will focus on data 
relay. 

“This is die first significant co- 
operation between NASDA and 
ESA,” die agency said in a state- 
ment. 

“This cooperation is a first step. 
We will study other cooperation in 
other fields on the long-term view- 
point,” it added. 

Cooperation may extend to a 
planned earth -observation satellite 
called Adeos and even joint explo- 
ration of the moon, it said. 

The H-2 is considered to be a 
direct competitor to Europe’s Ari- 
ane-4 and U.S., Chinese and Rus- 
sian launchers. 

Analysts say NASDA will have 
to work hard to reduce launch 
costs, which currently are 19 bil- 
lion yen ($172 million) and have to 
be cut to 8.5 billion yen in order to 
be competitive.

U.S. Computer Future 
Is Sound 


WASHINGTON (AFP) -The fu- 
ture of the U.S. computer industry 
remains healthy despite a plunge on 
Wall Street Thursday led by a ham- 
mering in technology issues, ana- 
lysts maintained. 

They said disappointing quar- 
terly results released this week fay 
two of the industry’s leading per- 
formers, Hewlett-Packard (HP) 
and Motorola, stemmed from spe- 
cific causes and do not reflect an 
overall industry tendency. 

Also Thursday, the investment 
firm Merill Lynch described sec- 
ond half prospects for U.S. com- 
puter firms as “robust” 

Worldwide personal computer 
sales should increase 19 percent in 
volume this year, the Dataquest Re- 
search Group has said. The big 
names in the sector foresee a boost 
in sales of between 16 and 18 per- 
cent, thanks to an expected pickup 
in demand in the second half of the 
year. 

But on Wall Street Thursday sen- 
timent was depressed, notably in 
response to the HP announcement. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age fell 83. 12 points or 1.5 percent 
to 5,520.53, the SP 500 dropped 
10.40 to 645.66. the NYSE com- 
posite was off 5.11 at 346.64 and 
the NASDAQ composite fell 34.83 
or 3.1 percent to 1,106.36. 

Among computer firms, 
Hewlett-Packard fell 10-5/8 to 78- 
3/8. IBM dropped 3-1/2 to 95-5/8. 
Compaq was off four at 43-3/4, 
Sun Microsystems dropped 3-3/8 
to 50-1/4, Microsoft lost five to 
finish at 1 14-1 /2, and Intel gave up 
3-3/8 to end the session at 69-1/2. 

Michael Metz, principal econo- 
mist at the Oppenheimer Invest- 
ment Firm, predicted that for 
Hewlett-Packard and Motorola the 
difficulties would extend into the 
second half, mirroring an expected 
slowdown in U.S. economic mo- 
mentum. 

“1 think we’re in trouble,” he 
said. 

Motorola on Tuesday reported a 
32 percent felt in net profit over its 
second quarter to $326 million, 
which resulted in earnings per 
share 20 percent below what ana- 
lysts had expected. 

The lilinofc-hased group was af- 


fected by problems at Apple, one of 
its major clients. 

Hewlett-Packard, the world's 
second largest computer manufac- 
turer, announced Wednesday it, 
would apply a special $150-miUion 
pre-tax charge — partly to cover 
employee severance incentives — 
against the results of its third quar- 
ter, which ends July 31. 

In addition, HP said it would 
abandon the production of disk- 
drive mechanisms and disclosed a 
slump in the rate of order growth in 
the first two months of the third 
quarter. 

Sales of computer equipment, 
from personal computers to print- 
ers. have been largely behind HP's 
recent growth, accounting for 
nearly 80 percent of sales in the last 
quarter. 

Results from other computer 
firms, which axe to be released in 
the next two weeks, should also 
prove to be modest in response to 
weakening European demand, the 
strength of the dollar and tradi- 
tional spring sluggishness. 

“It lodes like a tough quarter,” 
said Steve Milunovich, an analyst 
with the New York brokerage firm 
Morgan Stanley.

But if they are anticancer agents 
“and all the body's PA is collected 
in the liver and all pag is excreted 
in urine, how come we get liver 
cancer and bladder cancer?” asks 
biochemist Saul Green, who criti- 
cized the idea in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

Burzynski “knows very little 
about cancer ... or else he thinks 
that we are very stupid and he has 
tried to hoodwink us,” wrote Uni- 
versity of Toronto doctors in 1982, 
saying Burzynski ’s best patients 
frequently relapsed or benefited 
from other, approved treatments. 


Triple antineoplaston doses felled. 

Wagner’s doctor cannot explain 
the initial disappearance. But the 
relapse and a second patient who 
had “a flagrant progression of the 
tumor in 60 days’* make him “ex- 
tremely skeptical,” said Dr. Gerald 
Wamock.

Beijing University Roommates Locked

BEIJING (AFP) — A university stu- 
dent here has sited her roommate 
for allegedly sending an e-mail 
message in her name to decline a 
scholarship, Xinhua reported, call- 
ing it "China's first case of sus- 
pected e-mail abuse.” 

Xue Yange. a psychology mas- 
ter’s student at Beijing University, 
in April received an e-mail mes- 
sage from the United States’ Michi- 
gan University informing her that 
she had been offered a scholarship 
for further study, the official news 
agency said. 

But she learned on April 27 that 
the U.S. university subsequently 
received a message in which she 
reportedly turned down the offer, 
saying she had chosen to attend 
another school. 


Xue said Michigan was the only 
US. university that had offered her 
a scholarship and filed a court case 
accusing her roommate and psy- 
chology classmate, Zhang Nan, of 
sending the message in her name. 

Xue and Zhang had been sharing 
the same e-mail address, which be- 
longed to Zhang's tutor. 

In addition to damages, the 
plaintiff is claiming 15,000 yuan 
($1,807) in compensation for 
“spiritual loss and suffering," Xin- 
hua said. Zhang said she would file 
a countersuit for defamation she 
has suffered in connection with the 
case. 

The Haidian District People's 
Court in Beijing has concluded 
hearings, and a verdict is pending, 
Xinhua said. 


West Accused 
Wife of "House of

BIRMINGHAM, England (AFP) - 
Before hanging himself in prison, 
Frederick West blamed his wife 
Rosemary for the so-called "house 
of horrors* murders, his daughter 
testified Thursday at an inquest into 
his d eath. 

At the time of his death on New 
Year's day of last year, the 53- 
year-old builder was in custody ac- 
cused of 12 killings, including 
those of his first wife Catherine, 
bear daughter Channaine and his 
daughter Heather. 

His 41-year-old wife Rosemary 
was convicted in November of die 
sexual abuse, torture and murder of 
her 16-year-old daughter, 8-year- 
old stepdaughter, and eight girls 
and young women over a 20-year 
period ending in 1987. 

Anne-Marie West, testifying be- 
fore a nine-member jury on the first 
day of the inquest, said her father 
has written her a letter accusing 
Rosemary ofbeing responsible for 
die murders. 

"He actually wrote me a letter 
naming Rosemary as doing it." 

Frederick later repeated the ac- 
cusation, Anne-Marie said. 

"When I went to see him, he said 
to me that there were other people 
involved and be would get his own- 
back in the end." 

"He said that Rosemary was die 
main person— dial was why be was 
saying to me that he would becom- 
ing out of prison. He didn’t feel he 
had any of the blame. ” 

Frederick’s death came as a sur- 
prise because he had never shown 
signs of depression or suicidal ten- 
dencies, Anne-Marie said.

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Self-Made Man Vows to Rebuild 




His Region , and His Country 
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BUGOJNO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
(AP) — Senrir Rustempasic doesn’t 
know whether he is the richest man 
in Bosnia, but he says he is the 
happiest. 

From atop a hill in central Bos- 
nia he can survey his green domain, 
stretching as far as the eye can see 
across the rolling countryside. 

The 52-year-old millionaire is 
just one step away from achieving 
a six-year-old project interrupted 
by war: owning a goat farm and

“The war is over and it’s busi- 
ness rime,” says Rustempasic, 
dressed in an old camouflage army 
uniform that now serves as work 
clothes. 

He has little patience for compa- 
triots who complain they don’t have 
die strength to start rebuilding their 
war-ravaged country, and are try- 
ing to find an easier life abroad. 

“The one who doesn’t want to 
work at home won’t work in Amer- 
ica either,” he says dismissively.”

do-it-yourself approach. He spent 
more than half a million German 
marks ($33,000) to build a road and 
electricity lines leading from Bogo- 
jno to his 3,000-square-meter tract 
of land.

in southern Herzegovina. When an 
apparition of the Virgin Mary was 
reported there, Medjugorje became 
a magnet for Roman Catholic pil- 
grims - and Rustempasic suddenly 
had contracts to build 17 new hotels 
worth 15.5 million German marks 
($10.3 million). 

The newly made millionaire re- 
turned to the Bugojno region, 
where his great-grandfather had 
owned land. The state took the land 
away in 1918 and gave it to the 
peasants that lived on it. 

Rustempasic started buying the 
land off people who were just as 
happy to part with it and move into 
cities. 

He was just about to build the 
goat farm when the Bosnian war 
broke out in 1992. He and his wife 
Tidja agonized over whether they 
should move to Austria, where he 
also had a construction company, 
or stay put. 

“Oh, no, I concluded then: I'm 
so close to my dream, I'm not going 
to let it go now,” he recalled. 

Rustempasic gathered 346 peo- 
ple from the surrounding villages, 
bought weapons, ammunition and 
uniforms for them and went off to 
fight for his land. He and his 15- 
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year-old son Selmir fought sfaoul- 
der-to-shoulder for four years, 
along with the 356 soldiers of the 
unit. 

His life spent building bouses, 
he struggled to persuade his sol- 
diers never to burn or destroy any- 
thing. 

“Do you know what it takes to 
build this?” he recalled asking his 
men. “I knew it would all be 
needed once the war was over and 
people got back together. It would 
be bad for trade to have killed any- 


body around you - never mind it 
was war.” 


Much of his money melted away 
during the war. But Rustempasic 
went back to work on his dream 
right after the Dayton peace agree- 
ment was signed in November 1 995 
and he was demobilized. 

He now employs 30 of his for- 
mer soldiers, paying an average 
monthly salary of 900 German 
marks ($600) - at a time when the 
average in the rest of Bosnia is 
about one-tenth of that. 


Ultimately, he plans to employ 
150 people on his farm and factory. 
His goat herds will carry walkie- 
talkies so they can stay in contact 
with the farm while they are roam- 
ing the hills with the grazing goats. 

■‘1105 is not an object for the 
future of the Rustempasic’s, but for 
the future of the whole region,” he 
said. 

And his recommendation for 
Bosnia's future? 

“Less politics and more work,” 
he said. 
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PARIS (Reuter) — Seventy-five 
illegal immigrants were expelled 
from France late on Wednesday, 
bringing to 14,572 die number of 
aliens expelled in the past 14 
months, the French Interior 
Ministry said on Thursday. 

Frendi Interior Minister Jean- 
Louis Debre said in a statement that 
die expulsion of immigrants from 
Morocco and Mali was the 21st 
such operation since conservative 
Prime Minister Alain Juppe took 
power. 

Seven of the expulsions were 
organized in collaboration with 
Germany, Belgium and the Nether- 
lands. 

"We are now on the right path 
and no one can call us inefficient," 
Debre, in a veiled reference to 
pressure from the far-tight Na- 
tional Front, told the daily Le Fi- 
garo in an interview published on 
Thursday. 


"We will have to continue this 
policy in the long-term if it is to be 
credible,” he added. 

France has four million legal 
foreign residents and an estimated 
one million illegal immigrants. 

The French bishops conference 
on Thursday criticized die govern- 
ment's hardline immigration pol- 
icy. It urged the government to 
favor negotiations rather than radi- 
cal solutions. 


In the name of human rights and 
of France’s international commit- 
ments, the bishops demanded spe- 
cial consideration for illegal 
immigrants voicing justified con- 
cerns about their safety in their 
home country, and for individuals 
with strong family ties in France. 

Several Roman Catholic 
churches have sheltered illegal im- 
migrants protesting at forthcoming 
expulsions, and senior church fig- 




ures have voiced support for the 

demonstrators. 

But Debre retorted: " the opinion 
of die church authorities will not 
prevent the government doing its 
job." 

Two international reports this 
year slammed France’s immigra- 
tion policies. 

In June, the Internationa] Fed- 
eration of Human Rights Leagues 
(FIDH) said the criteria for asylum 
had been stiffened, legal hurdles 
made virtually insurmountable and 
authorities had begun to presume 
asylum requests were unfounded. It 
said these had dropped by 66% 
between 1989 and 1995. 

Last April, die UN human rights 
commission had said a "wave of 
xenophobia and racism" was shak- 
ing France as parties across the 
political spectrum used anti-immi- 
grant feeling as an easy vote-win- 
ner.

Last Large Group of Cambodian 
Refugees Returns Home 


PHNOM PENH (AFP) - Nearly 
300 Cambodian boatpeople 
returned home by sea Wednesday, 
becoming the last major group of 
returnees from the waves of 
migrants who fled Cambodia in die 
1970s and 1980s, UN officials 
said. 

"They have arrived and every- 
thing sounds good," said Peter Van 
der Vaart of the United Nations 
High Commisioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR). 'I don’t have all the 
details yet but we think they are all 
in good health." 

The 277 refugees had been liv- 
ing at the UNHCR camp on Galang 
island, Indonesia, until it closed on 
June 30. 

They arrived in the southern 
port of Sihanoukville after a three- 
day voyage and were met by UN, 
Cambodian government and Red 
Cross officials as well as repre- 
sentatives of Indonesia, he said. 

The voyage was officially 
classed as a "voluntary repatria- 
tion," but about half of the return- 
ees had been subject to deportation 
proceedings by the Indonesian gov- 
ernment, Van der Vaart said. 

"Overall this is a happy occa- 
sion, these people have come home 
after a long time, " be said adding 
that there had been no violent inci- 
dents from refugees unwilling to 
come back. 

Each adult from the 125 families 
was given $120 from the UN and 
Indonesia and ail of them will be 
eligible for food aid from the world 
food program for the next 200 to 
400 days, the UN said. 


the more than 360,000 Cambodians 
who fled the Khmer Rouge regime 
and die ensuing Vietnamese inva- 
sion and occupation have yet to find 
a country of residence. 

Most of fee refugees who were 
not resettled in third countries dur- 
ing fee 1970s and 1980s returned to 
Cambodia after the 1991 signing of 
the Paris Peace Accords which 
technically ended the country's 
long-running civil war. 

Of fee several hundreds that re- 
mained in the camps after that, only 
a handful are still waiting to come 


back including one family that is in 
a camp in Hong Kong. 

The last 25 Cambodians from 
Malaysia’s now-closed Sungei Besi 
refugee camp are expected to return 
home later this month and prepara- 
tions for fee return of between 40 
to 50 who are in Thailand are now 
underway, UNHCR said. 

"We expect a trickle to continue 
from other countries as well," Van 
der Vaart said, noting that several 
former refugees who had been 
granted French citizenship decided 
to return last month. 


UNHCR Sees Threats Against 


Organization as "Serious

GENEVA (AFP) - The UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees said 
Thursday it was taking "very 
seriously" threats issued against the 
organization by a Hutu rebel 
movement feat wants to prevent it 
from operating in a troubled 
Burundian province. 

"This is the kind of threat that 
we take seriously, especially in 
light of what happened to the 
ICRC, " said UNHCR spokes- 
woman Christiane Berthiaume.

Berthiaume said that the 
UNHCR was there to provide hu- 
manitarian assistance to all people, 
regardless of their ethnic origin. 





The Burundian government last 
week pleaded for assistance to 
22,500 refugees displaced by fight- 
ing in the Cibitoke region.

Serb Obstruction Stops Recovering 
Muslim Massacre Victims 


SARAJEVO (AFP) — Finnish fo- 
rensic experts working to recover 
die remains of around 100 Mus- 
lims killed near die eastern Sre- 
brenica enclave have stopped work 
because of obstruction by Bosnian 
Serbs, a UN spokesman said 
Wednesday. 

“The team has effectively 
ceased work in die Republika 
Srpska because of the obstructive 
attitude of the Republika Srpska 
authorities,*' UN spokesman Alex- 
ander Ivanko said. 

The Finns had been due to col- 
lect the. remains of around 100 
Muslims scattered on die hillside 
in the Kravice region, close to die 
former Muslim enclave of Sre- 
brenica Which was overrun by 
Serb forces a year ago, Ivanko 
added. 

At least 3,000 Muslim men of 
draft age are believed to have been 
murdered in the Srebrenica area 
following the enclave's fall last 
July, and another 5,000 men have 
remained unaccounted for. 


Bosnian Serb leader Radovan 
Karadzic and his army commander 
Ratko Mladic have been indicted 
on genocide charges by a UN war 
crimes court as a result of the kill- 
ings. The court, based in The 
Hague, is expected to issue inter- 
national arrest warrants for the 
pair later tins week. 

The Finns left Srpska — the 
Serb entity within Bosnia-Herze- 
govina created by the Dayton 
peace accords for Bosnia — on 
Tuesday evening, said Ivanko. 

“All the promises, guarantees 
that were given — surprise, sur- 
prise — did not materialize on the 
ground,** he said. “Thanks to the 
Republika Srpska authorities an- 
other humanitarian project was not 
allowed to proceed.” 

The team, which includes six 
Bosnians and 20 Finns and which 
was escorted to the site by un- 
armed UN police monitors, had 
demanded precise security guaran- 
tees from the Serbs. 


President, Government on Collision 
Course Over Parliament Speech 


DHAKA (AFP) — President Abdur 
Rahman Biswas and Bangladesh's 
new government are cm a collision 
course over his opening speech to 
the new session of Parliament on 
Sunday, government sources said 
Friday. 

The president is balking at the 
speech submitted by the govern- 
ment, which praises Prime Minister 
Sheikh Hasina Wajed’s assassinated 
father. Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, as 
the "country's founding father." 

The speech, drawn up by the 
Awami League, outlines the gov- 
ernment's future plans and achieve- 
ments. 

Rahman led Bangladesh to its 
{nApHutmee m 1971 from Pakistan 
and was popularly called "Ban- 
gabandhu” or "friend of Bengal. " 

The sources said Biswas had res- 
ervations over that and had asked 
his officials to deck Rahman’s po- 
sition in the constitution. 

Sheikh Hasina led her Awami 
Leaoue to victory in the June 12 


general election, defeating the 
Bangladesh Nationalist Party 
(BNP), of which the president is a 
senior member. 

Months before his assassination 
in a 1975 military coup that toppled 
his post-independence Awami 
League government, Rahman's 
status as "father of the nation and 
Bangbandhu” was incorporated in 
the constitution. 

According to constitutional ex- 
perts die provision was not repealed 
by successive governments, but has 
bear kept "suspended." 

Sheikh Hasina, the leader of the 
330-member house, face BNP — the 
single largest opposition group 
ever, with her arch-rival Khaleda 
Zia ready to challenge the new gov- 
ernment at every opportunity. 

According to government 
sources, despite BNP opposition, 
Sheikh Hasina wants to elect the 
country’s next president, parlia- 
mentary speaker and his deputy on 
the basis of a consensus. 


Police Find Huge 
Bomb in Sri 
Lankan Capital 

COLOMBO (AFP) — Police said 
they had uncovered a powerful 
bomb weighing about 100 kilos 
(220 pounds) in Colombo Friday 
following the arrest of a suspected 
Tamil Tiger guerrilla. 

The explosives were packed into 
eight containers, rigged with small 
batteries and switches to be 
mounted in a van for bombing a 
target in the Sri Lankan capital, 
deputy police Inspector-General 
T.B. Dissanayake told reporters 
here. 

"This bomb could have caused 
huge destruction," Dissanayake 

said. 

"We believe it is a Tiger bomb 
that was to be used in a suicide 
mission. There may be many more 
like this and we are on alert.” 

He said the bomb was similar to 
a van bomb that the separatist Lib- 
eration Tigers of Tamil Eelam 
(LTTE) sought to use in an unsuc- 
cessful attack on Colombo Airport 
last year. 

Police also found a T-56 type 
automatic assault rifle, a nine-milli- 
meter pistol and about 100 rounds 
of ammunition from a house in Wel- 
lawatte, an area where most of (be 
minority Tamils are concentrated 
here. 

He said the bomb was found after 
policemen at a roadblock were sus- 
picious of a 21 -year-old Tamil man 
who tried to bribe them to allow him 
through. He was promptly arrested, 
Dissanayake said. 

The LTTE used a suicide bomb- 
er to drive a truck packed with ex- 
plosives and detonate it at the 
Central Bank building here on Janu- 
ary 31, killing 91 and wounding 
1 ,400 others. 

Since then, police have been de- 
tecting arms and ammunition hid- 
den in several locations in the 
capital, which is under a tight secu- 
rity blanket. 

Police have also issued an alert 
for possible Tiger suicide bombers, 
who are a trade mark of the LTTE. 

Kamikaze bombers have been 
used successfully to assassinate po- 
litical leaders as well as military 
commanders in the past nine years. 


Tarbipt Modarres University, Major Achievement 

of Islamic Revolution . 
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Tehran lanes Service 
TEHRAN —Having been founded 
following foe victory of the Islamic 
Revolution, Tarbiyat Modarres 
University (TMU) has taken im- 
portant steps toward initiating post- 
graduate programs in the country, 
said Chancellor of the university, 
Dr. Abbas Ali Tasnimi, in an exclu- 
sive interview with the Tehran 
Times . 

Elaborating on the objectives 
sought by the university, Thsnimi 
said, “After the victory of the Is- 
lamic Revolution, the need for a 
university offering postgraduate 
courses was felt. According to die 
university's constitution, the main 
objective followed by the university 
is to train co mmi tted and pious 
instructors in order to promote 
higher education in the country.*' 

He added that foe TMU has 
paved the way - for those , seeking 
further knowledge to study post- 
graduate courses in the country, 
which is a great accomplishment in 
foe postrevolution-eia. . 

“The university has had a per- 
petual growth ever since its estab- 
lishment. Currently, some 106 
maker’s programs and 52 Ph.D. 
programs are offered at TMU. The 
university is divided into seven 
schools: Schools of Engineering, 
School of Basic Medical Science, 
School of Arts, School of Natural 
Resources and Marine Sciences, 
School afBasic Sciences, School of 
Agriculture and School of Humani- 
ties,” Tasnimi noted. 

Some 3,000 students are study- 
ing Ph.D. and master’s programs at 
TMU. The university has already 
graduated 3,212 students, among 
whom there are 517 women gradu- 
ates and 2,533 men graduates with 
master’s degrees and 17 women 
graduates and 145 men graduates 
holding Ph.D. degrees, he said. 

Regarding foe number of foe 
TMU academic staff, foe chancel- 
lor noted that 31 2 full-time and 350 
part-time' instructors are on the 
staff of the university. 

Expounding on foe scientific ac- 
tivities conducted at the university, 
Tasnimi pointed out foal some five 
to six of foe model students chosen 
in foe country every year are TMU 
students. 

“In 1993, all and in 1994 nearly 
75 percent of the model students 
were studying at the TMU for a 
Pb-D. degree. Also, in foe former 
year, 50 percent and in the latter 



year; 23 percent of the model stu- 
dents studying for a master's degree 
were TMU students,” the univer- 
sity chancellor stressed. 

He went on to say that in 1995, 
nine out of 16 dissertations chosen 
as best fay the Ministry of Culture 
and Islamic Guidance were pre- 
sented fay TMU students. In addi- 
tion, some five bodies written fay 
members of foe university staff or 
students have won foe award for the 
Best Bode of foe Yfear, Tasnimi 
added. 

The university research scholar 
can receive a Ph-D. degree after 
completing their diesis only if one 
of their scientific articles is pub- 
lished in a prominent domestic or 
foreign scientific journal. This pro- 
vision has been made to raise foe 
students’ scientific knowledge. 

On the cooperation between the 
university and other 
and research centers throughout foe 
world, the chancellor stressed that 
the TMU has signed several con- 
tracts and memorandums of under- 
standing with nine other countries 
and that it has dose cooperation 
with 15 scientific centers in China, 
Britain, Australia, India, Pakistan, 
Germany, Canada, Russia and 
France. 

The TMU also participates ac- 
tively in scientific seminars held 
abroad. Its staff members have al- 
ready participated in 307 interna- 
tional seminars, where they have 
presented 221 scientific articles. 
Meanwhile, foe university itself 
has organized 63 scientific con- 
gresses since its establishment, 
Tasnimi said. 

He added that foe university also 
invites foe cooperation of foreign 
instructors and that since 1991, 66 


with tire university. 

Referring to the importance of 
research, particularly irrthe field of 
industry, TMU chancellor said fo«t 


cooperation between universities 
and foe industrial sector is vital to 
foe country’s development.. 

Tksoimi added that the experts 
working with TMU have provided 
several government organizations 
and ministries with research pro- 
grams and that, currently, they have 
dose cooperation with some 57 
domestic research centers. 

Meanwhile, he called on foe gov- 
ernment and people's repre- 
sentatives hr foe Parliament to do 
their utmost to remove tire obsta- 
cles to the expansion of research 
work in foe country. 

Concerning foe cultural pro- 
grams handled fay tire TMU, he said 
that the students of the humanities 
have presented remarkable disser- 
tations in cultural fields. “The fac- 
ulty of humanities has recently 
announced its readiness, to cooper- 
ate with fire Islamic Republic of 
bran Broadcasting (DRIB) as well as 
the Ministry of Culture and Islamic 
Guidance in preparing cultural pro- 
grams,” he noted. 

The chancellor further spoke on 
die future programs of die univer- 
sity. He said, “It is estimated that 
the number of students studying for 
a master’s or Ph.Di degree would 
reach 7,250 including 2^86 PhJX 
and 4,964 master’s degree students 
by foe end of the 000011/8.56001x1 
Five-Year Development Plan. Fur- 
thermore, foe number of tire staff 
members is expected to rise to 
796.” 

In conclusion, Tasnimi praised 
tire recent guidelines of foe Su- 
preme Leader of the Islamic Revo- 
lution, Ayatollah Seyed Ali 
Khamenei, on observing and en- 
forcing Islamic laws in universities. 
He said that foe scientific teachings 
and activities in universities should 
serve to strengthen the principles of 
tire Islamic Revolution.
